he made to bring the members of the 
mob to J list ice 
At the proper time I 
will offer suitable rewards for the a r­ 
rest and conviction of the men and I 
will urge the Judge, the solicitor and 
the sherif! to make diligent efforts to 
apprenend them.*' 
Governor H arris w ill first hold a 
conference with the members of the

commission 
to

whether the officials and guards at 
the stale prison farm should he neld 
responsible (or allowing the mob to 
take Frank out of their hands. 
A special meeting has been held by 
the t’obh count) commissioners, who 
expressed a determ ination to sift the 
tragedy and co-operate with the gov­ 
ernor.

By th* Usa of W ax and Acids Etchings 
May Easily B« Mads. 
Usually a man attempts to put his 
name 
un

scratching with a file or knife point 
m d makes the poorest sort of a job. 
ll is really very easy to write on any 
metal 
the 
blade of a 
Jackknife, 
a 
untehea.se, skates 
if one happens to 
know how, and the attractiveness of 
Hie inscription is limited only by the 
arustle ability of the Individual. 
Gov cr the place where you wish to 
write vv"Ii a thin coating of melted 
beeswax 
When the wax is cold write 
plainly with any pointed instrument, 
being 
particular 
to 
cut 
th** 
letters 
through the wax to the metal. 
Then mix one ounce of muriatic acid 
ami one-half of an ounce of nitric acid. 
or smaller quantities in the snide pro 
portions 
(and 
remember 
that 
those 
acids are deadly poisons!, aud apply 
the mixture to the lettering with a 
feather, carefully filling each letter. 
Allow the acids to remain from one 
to ten minutes, according as the etch­ 
ing is t*> be light or deep, 
Next dip 
tin* article iii water, wash out the acids
